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ZACH Key Review 
George Harlem, W1EBI 


After antennas and radios, CW keys are the third most controversial and conversational components of a ham’s station. OK, I 
haven’t verified that. But I had no idea that there were so many models of straight keys, bugs, sideswipers and paddles floating 
around when I got back into the hobby fourteen years ago after a forty year hiatus (aka, “The Great Hiatus”). When I 
assembled my original W1EBI station in 2002, I had already decided to use the integral keyer in my FT-920. 


Even though I had not sent Morse code in anger for four decades, I never forgot it and spent idle time flying in airplanes 
(which is what I spent a lot of time doing during...” The Great Hiatus”) reading books and magazines and “thinking” Morse in 
my head. And since I always wanted an electronic keyer, I surreptitiously pretended I was using one by moving my hand in my 
lap while sending CW. On reflection, that may not have been a great idea on a crowded airplane, but let’s not go there. 


So of course I included a Bencher BY-1 as my first paddle. The price at HRO was right, and I don’t remember if they carried 
any other options. I used the BY-1 for three or four years with no regrets, but since I have a heavy hand I tended to push it 
around on the desk unless I held it down with my free hand. By then I had read about other nice paddles from Schurr, Begali, 
N3ZN and others. They were a heck of a lot pricier than the BY-1. So for my next paddle I chose a nice model made by K8RA 
(SK) that sat on a 2.3 kg hunk of brass. Heavy and only half the cost of a Begali. 


Fast forward to 2016. I added one more key to my collection, a nice chrome base Vibroplex Original Deluxe that I had been 
negotiating with a local merchant for years. He was not a ham, but had been a military comms officer during the Korean War 
era and had kept the bug. He finally decided to give it to me since his grandkids had no interest in it, and he felt that I would 
give it a good home. After some emails with Scott W4PA I found that two binding posts were not insulated from the base. I 
fixed those problems, but I have not put it on the air yet, mainly because I don’t think I can actually send decipherable code 
with it. 


This past February I read a review by OKIRR of a 
new paddle, the “ZACH”, manufactured by fellow 
Czech ham OKITN. The photo on his website looked 
interesting, very modern, sleek, small but only 
moderately heavy at 1 kg. Like the K8RA years 
earlier, it is far less costly than the high end Italian 
and German machines. It was time to treat myself, so 
I ordered my paddle and, after Slavek produced a 
new manufacturing run, my ZACH arrived in May. It 
arrived in a very handsome wooden box that is so 
nice I want to find another use for it! The paddle 
comes with a connecting cable with a USB connector 
for the paddle end. After reversing the dot/dash 
inputs in my venerable CMOS-IV keyer I was on the 
air. 


So how do I like it? This is, after all, a product 
review, not a biopic. Full disclosure: I have never 
used a paddle with magnetic contacts before. I also 
do not use squeeze keying; I bought the dual lever 
BY-1 without even knowing what the word “iambic” meant. Suffice to say that I like this paddle very much. I use a piece of 
thin rubber carpet mat under the paddle to keep it from moving around the desk. I have made only slight changes to the factory 
settings on the contacts, but in three months of regular use I find this paddle to be somewhat lighter to the touch compared to 
the spring contact paddle I had been using. Keying action is smooth and precise with, as OK1RR commented, very nice tactile 
feel. The mechanism is fully encapsulated in its own integral dust cover. Without duplicating the technical specs that were in 
OKIRR’s article that appeared in FOCUS, the magazine of FOC, I can say that, although I have used fewer CW keys than 
probably 99.44 percent of YCCC members (OK, I haven’t verified that either), OK1TN has produced an outstanding dual lever 
paddle that operates beautifully, and looks that way as well.

FCC Boston Field Office to Remain Open 
Thanks to Fred Hopengarten, K1VR 


The Federal Communication Commission is confirming to Radio World that it will begin closing field offices in January 2017. 
Offices in Anchorage, Alaska, Buffalo, N.Y., Detroit, Houston, Kansas City, Mo., Norfolk, Va., Philadelphia, San Diego, San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, Seattle, and Tampa, Fla., will be closed as part of the agency's modernization plan. 


The FCC announced in July 2015 it was closing the offices and trimming up to 44 positions to better reflect technological 
advances and in the face of budget reductions. The modernization plan creates rapid response teams to handle special 
enforcement issues. The FCC says the so-called Tiger Teams, based out of Columbia, Md., and Denver, will be dispatched 
within 24 hours of an interference crisis. 


The restructuring plan has the National Association of Broadcasters and the Society of Broadcast Engineers worried that the 
cuts in the field will limit the FCC's ability to mitigate interference complaints and leave potential holes in the enforcement 
fence. 


Before the plan could be implemented the FCC had to reach an agreement over the projected job losses with the union 
representing FCC Enforcement Bureau field employees. The National Treasury Employees Union has been a vocal critic of the 
overhaul plan, openly questioning the commission's ability to safeguard radio spectrum going forward. An FCC spokesperson 
confirmed on Thursday that the displaced FCC agents will have the opportunity to apply for vacancies in the remaining field 
offices if a vacancy exists. 


FCC field offices will remain open in Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, Columbia, Md., Dallas, Denver, Honolulu, Los Angeles, 
Miami, New Orleans, New York, Portland, Ore., and San Francisco.
